FIFTH MEETING 1925 

Present: Reeve Thorssen, Deputy 
Reeve McBean and Councilors Ras- 
mussen, Daw, Maynaiand Dunstan, 

The minutes of the previous meet- 
ing were read and adopted on mo- 
tion of Councillor Maynard, 

As several parties who had import- 
ant matters to take up with the 
Council and whp were anious to get 
away weie present the business aris- 
ing Out of the minutes was allowed to 
stand over until later in the day. 

At the last meeting of the Council 
an invitation was extended to Mr. J. 
W. Stephen, Field Crops Commission- 
er of the Department of Agriculture, 
to be present at this meeting and talk 
over with the Council the weed situa- 
tion especially as regards the irriga- 
tion ditches and canals. As Mr, 
Stephen was now present he was 
given an oppoitunity to address the 
Council. He stated that the eradica- 
tion of weeds was a municipal mat- 
ter and if the Council! attended thereto 
the Government would not interfere 
but would co-operate to the fullest 
extent. He exp!ained the agreement 
he had arrived at with the C.P.R, and 
recommended that the weed inspec- 
tor, before taking drastic action in 
any case, would first send rfétice to 
the owner of the land through which 
the canal passes demanding that he 
clean up tthe weeds thereon and if 
he failed that a notice be at once serv 
ed on Mr, Stockton of the C.P.R., who 
would immediate!y attend to the de- 
strucion of the weeds in question, 
He also stated that the C.P.R, had 
admitted their responsibility in the 
matter and that he would furnish this 
office with a letter or letters verifying 
his arrangement with that company, 
This seemed to meet with the appiov- 
a! of both the Oouncil and the weed 
inspector, 

Counillor Daw: That this Coun- 
cil appreciates the spirit shown by 
the C.P.R. in their declared intention 
of co-operating with this municipal-
